Robert    Bob    Bowden  came  to  Bowman  Gray  in  1974  as  a  member  of  the  Housekeeping  staff  For  two  years  fie 
stiowed  an  increasing  interest  in  tfie  Gross  Anatomy  laboraton/.  He  then  applied  for  the  position  of  Gross  Anatomy 
lechnician  Bob  studied  gross  anatomy  tirelessly  going  through  text  after  text,  teaching  films  and  completing  many 
self-directed  dissections.  Throughout  his  tenure  in  the  Anatomy  lab  Bob  has  become  the  "Master  Dissector"  and  a  stronq 
foundation  upon  which  we  all  leaned  during  that  rough  and  intense  first  semester  of  medical  school.

Damon  D.  Blake,  M.D.  (1921-1990) 

Dr.  Damon  D.  Blake,  who  devoted  a  career  to  treating  cancer 
patients,  died  of  cancer  August  22,  1990.  He  was  69.  Blake,  professor 
emeritus  of  radiology,  served  31  years  as  a  member  of  the  Bowman 
Gray  faculty  before  his  retirement  in  1987.  For  1 1  of  those  years  he 
was  head  of  the  Section  on  Radiation  Therapy.  Recognized  for  his 
commitment  to  patients,  he  also  was  committed  to  improving  the 
effectiveness  of  radiation  therapy  for  cancer  patients  and  to  the 
training  of  other  radiation  therapists.  A  graduate  of  the  University  of 
Washington,  Blake  received  the  M.D.  degree  from  the  Columbia 
University  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons.  Following  internship 
at  Salt  Lake  County  (Utah),  he  took  resiclency  training  in  general 
surgery  at  King  County  Hospital  in  Seattle.  He  completed  a 
three-year  residency  in  radiology  at  University  Hospital  in  Little  Rock, 
Ark.,  and  then  came  to  Bowman  Gray  as  a  National  Cancer  Institute 
iel low.  He  was  appointed  to  the  faculty  in  1956  and  was  promoted  to 
lull  professor  in  1969. 


Marc  C.  Browning,  M.D.  (1948-1990) 

Dr.  Marc  C.  Browning,  assistant  professor  of  pediatrics  at  Bowman 
Gray,  died  October  4,  1990  at  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital   He 
was  42.  Dr.  Browning  received  the  A.B.  degree  from  Harvard 
Uriiversity  and  the  M.D.  degree  in  1975  from  the  University  of 
California,  Davis,  School  of  Medicine.  Following  a  three-year 
residency  in  pediatrics  at  Children's  Memorial  Hospital  at 
Northwestern  University  Medical  Center,  he  took  a  one-year 
fellowship  in  pediatric  nephrology  at  Stanford  University,  a  specialist 
in  pediatric  kidney  diseases,  he  joined  the  faculty  in  1982  ancf  became 
one  of  50  specialist  physicians  of  the  Brenner  Children's  Hospital    He 
was  the  author  of  several  book  chapters  and  journal  articles  related  to 
aspects  of  pediatric  nephrology.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife  and  two 
children. 


Ruth  O'Neal,  M.D.  (1916-1990) 

PJ'  f^rl^n^  O'Neal,  associate  professor  emeritus  of  pediatrics,  died  April 
15,  1990.  Born  in  Dunn,  N.C..  she  received  the  A.B.  degree  from 
Transylvania  University  and  the  M.D.  degree  from  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia.  She  completed  residency  training  as  a  Mayo 
Foundation  Fellow  in  Pediatrics  at  the  Mavo  Clinic.  She  servecl  the 
medical  school  for  more  than  40  years.  She  was  appointed  to  the 
school's  full-time  faculty  in  1969  after  serving  for  20  years  on  the 
?n^o"'^^/^'^"''y  ^^^''"^  '"  P"^'3te  practice  in  Winston-Salem.  From 
T     .noo    I  ^^^  ^^^  director  of  pediatrics  at  Reynolds  Health  Center. 
In  1983  she  was  awarded  an  honorary  Doctor  of  Science  degree  by 
Atlantic  Christian  College.  She  was  named  to  emeritus  status  in  1985 
but  continued  to  teach  until  her  death.  Dr.  O'Neal  was  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  Bowman  Gray  child  abuse  team,  which  evaluates 
children  who  may  have  been  sexually  or  physically  abused.  She  also 
was  a  founder  of  the  Battered  Women's  Shelter.  She  was  known  for 
her  teaching  ability,  for  her  dedication  to  students  and  for  her 
commitment  to  the  care  of  infants  and  children.  The  Bowman  Gray 
Class  of  1982  dedicated  its  yearbook  to  Dr.  O'Neal.  In  the  dedication 
citation,  they  stated,  "She  has  shown  us  how  to  be  competent,  caring 
and  dedicated  physicians." 


In  Memory  of 
Charles  Brian  Clark 


Charles  Brian  Clark,  Chuck, 
died  July  4th,  1990  at  the  age 
of  35.  Chuck  was  a  world 
traveler  at  the  age  of  ten. 
martial  artist,  Morehead 
scholar  in  mathematics  and 
physics,  scuba/sailing 
instructor  for  Norwegian 
Cruise  Lines  and  student  of 
medicine.  Chuck  was  a  friend 
to  all  of  us  who  knew  him. 


Chuck  had  been  diagnosed 
with  Stage  D  colon  cancer  in 
1987  while  still  in  the  process 
of  applying  to  medical  school. 
His  determination  to  become 
a  physician  drove  him  on 
through  the  MCAT, 
applications  and  interviews 
even  while  taking 
chemotherapy.  When  we  met 
Chuck  at  orientation  he 
appeared  so  alive  that  none 
would  have  guessed  his 
chemotherapy  had  failed  and 
he  was  in  relapse. 


Ail  of  us  remember  the  rigors  of  first  year:  gross  anatomy,  biochemistry,  "Bloody  October,"  physiology,  microbiology, 
finals.  For  most  of  us  school  was  all  we  could  handle;  for  Chuck  there  was  all  of  this  and  his  cancer.  His  courage  and 
dedication  drove  him  on.  There  were  chemotherapy  treatments  on  Fridays  so  he  could  be  in  class  Monday.  When 
hospitalizations  caused  him  to  miss  class  he  listened  to  every  lecture  on  tape.  Remember  Chuck  trailing  his  IV  pole 
behind  him  into  CME  meetings?  Remember  him  being  wheeled  into  class  in  a  wheelchair  when  he  was  too  weak  to 
walk?  Mark  Twain  said,  "Courage  is  not  the  absence  of  fear  but  the  mastery  of  it!"  Chuck  not  only  faced  his  fear  but  he 
mastered  that  fear  every  day  and  dragged  himself  to  class  when  most  men  would  have  given  up. 

We  have  many  memories  of  Chuck,  some  happy,  some  sad.  Mostly  we  remember  a  man  of  extraordinary  courage  who 
faced  his  dying  with  dignity;  who  demonstrated  a  dedication  to  medicine  beyond  all  that  could  be  expected  of  anyone. 
On  those  miserable  nights  on  call  when  we  question  our  own  dedication  to  medicine  the  memory  of  his  perseverance, 
his  dedication,  encourages  us  to  get  up  and  go  see  another  patient.  Soon  we  will  become  what  Chuck  Clark  wished  most 
in  life  to  be,  a  physician.  We  hope  that  we  will  be  as  good  as  he  would  have  been.

Some  of  us  coped  with  it  the  best  we  could  and  joyously  burned  our  lab  clothes  in 
December  After  ■  ■A     comes  '  'fi' '  and  '  'B' '  stands  for  Biochemistry:  nucleic  acids  and  enzymes,  pathways  and  defects 
in  all  oj  the  above,  quizzes  and  tests  and  wondering  why  we  came  here  after  all.  ■■Bloody  October' '  and  the 
Chri.stmas  Dance  catne  and  went.  The  year  was  also  a  first  for  Bowman  Gray  with  the  introduction  of  the  Parallel 
Lurriculuni.  Oj  the    08  oj  us.  18  embarked  on  a  problem-based  approach  to  mediccd  knowledge  acquisition  and  90  of 
us  entered  the  '  ■traditional  path. ' '  Within  a  short  time  the  traditionals  renamed  themselves  the  perpendiculars  or 
perps  jor  short.  For  the  parallels  first  year  meant  small  groups,  patient  contact  and  week-long  evaluation  sessions 
Somehow  xve  each  circled  m  our  own  curriculiims.  separated  by  vastly  different  experiences  and  by  physically  different

By  second  semester  a  sense  of  belonging  began  to  set  in  and  at  least  we  were  respected  and  looked  at  enviously  by 
a  segment  of  people:  those  interviewing  for  medical  school.  Physiology,  and  tests,  and  tutorials,  and  evaluations'  lake 
parties  and  intramural  sports.  Hon-Yak  basketball  and  escaping  to  the  movies  abounded.  The  Tan^lewood  Spring 
Picnic,  making  friends,  and  then  came  the  last  ■summer^  of  our  lives. 


Second  Year 

Summer  pathology  for  perps.  community-  medicine  for  parallels  then  we  regathered  no  longer  burdened  by  the 
stigma  of  being  the  ■new  kids.'  the  ■first  years.'  We  endured,  we  siir^-ived.  we  were  second  years.  Before  we  even  had 
time  to  savor  the  succulence  of  our  move  up  to  the  'C  jloor  and  the  traditional  foot-stomping  welcome  to  the  new 
souls  on  'E  floor  we  were  off  and  running  again.  A  varied  list  of  goals  and  achievements  lay  ahead  of  us   beginning 
with  assignment  to  autopsy  groups  and  culminating  in  our  transition  to  clinical  work.  Many  of  us  struggled  under  the 
weight  of  pharmacological  concepts.  Mechanisms  of  action  and  metabolism  became  part  of  our  daily  lives.  For  the 
perps  It  was  a  long-awaited  introduction  to  clinical  courses:  Cardiology.  Oncology.  Obstetrics.  Psychiatry  and 
Surgery.  We  learned  how  to  do  a  'complete  history  and  physical'  and 'we  were  proud  when  it  only  took  us  three  hours 
to  perform  one  or  the  other.  We  were  officially  ■white  coaled'  and  welcomed  into  the  clinical  world  during  one 
beautiful  Fall  weekend.  After  the  ceremony  we  promptly  returned  to  the  books  and  labs:  for  in  reality,  clinical 
medicine  was  still  months  away.  Looming  even  closer  than  the  wards  was  the  idtimate  enemy  of  every  medical  student 
—  National  Boards.  Part  I.  Somehow  we  still  managed  to  cling  to  the  vestige  of  hope  passed  down  by  those  who  had 
gone  before  us.  that  '■This  too  shall  pass." .  and  of  course  that  ofi  repeated  line.  ■■Hang  in  there  —  'next  year  is  much 
better."  Then  came  Surgen-  lab.  more  'Z'  scores  and  more  evaluation  weeks.  Somehow  we  made  time  for  escapes  to 
Hanging  Rock  or  the  beach  or  the  mountains  or  even  our  own  backyards.  We  taught  kids  about  prevention  of  heart 
disease  and  adults  and  adolescents  about  the  realities  of  HIV.  We  sent  representatives  to  medical  meetings  around  the 
country-.  We  sank  our  roots  in  deeper.  We  experienced  the  OSCE  and  before  we  knew  it.  had  been  catapulted  into 
THIRD  YEAR. 


Third  Year 

There  is  no  graceful  way  of  being  a  third-year  medical  student.  Just  when  you  begin  to  think  you' re  getting  into  the 
swing  of  a  rotation  it's  time  to  move  on  again.  It  was  a  new  year  with  all  new  rules  and  new  goals.  We  were  suddenly 
drawing  blood,  looking  up  lab  values,  tracking  down  x-rays  and  CT  scans,  filling  out  consult  sheets  and  being  the 
fourth  person  to  do  an  H  &  P  on  a  patient  in  the  past  24  hours:  and  our  H  &  P' s  took  more  time  than  all  the  other 
ones  combined.  We  were  indoctrinated  into  the  art  of  rounding  and  pre-rounding.  presenting  and  dictatini>.  We 
learned  how  to  deliver  babies  and  became  experts  at  staple  placement  and  removal.  We  figured  out  about  drug  rep. 
lunches  and  how  to  find  food  betH-een  OR  cases.  We  donned  the  attire  of  the  medical  profession:  white  coats  or  green 
scrubs  but  somehow  it  always  seemed  obvious  to  those  around  us  that  we  were  medical  students,  third  year  medical 
students.  We  met  and  conquered  the  shelf  e.xam  and  discovered  that  it  was  really  just  a  multiple  choice  test  with  a 
more  lofty  title.  We  learned  about  being  on-call  and  nights  without  sleep  and  that  people  are  sick  24  hours  a  day.  7 
days  a  week.  We  began  to  make  tentative  gestures  towards  the  future  and  decisions  about  our  careers.  And  then 
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Fourth  Year 

Fourth  xear.  It  began  hli.ssfiilly  and  bcaiitijullw  It  often  meant  no  call  and  no  weekends.  It  meant  hecoming  a  'real 
person'  again:  grabbing  the  ehanee  before  the  deluge  of  internship.  It  meant  having  eoine  a  far  wax  aiul  getting  the 
little  thrill  of  amazement  when  someone  asks  you  what  year  you  are  ami  being  able  to  respond.  "I'm  a  fourth  xear." 
Somehow,  suddenly,  we  une.xpeetedly  beeame  beset  by  that  repeat  offender  —  National  Boards.  Part  II.  We  reaehed 
new  and  never  before  e.xperieneed  heights  of  proerastination  with  residency  applications.  Our  lives  became  a  swirl  of 
postcards  and  manilla  envelopes,  personal  statements  and  Dean's  letters. 

Then  there  was  the  lull  before  the  storm  of  interviews.  Flying  here  and  driving  there.  Trying  to  find  the  questions  to 
ask  and  figiae  out  what  it  was  really  like  to  be  an  intern  at  a  certain  hospital.  We  ranked  our  choices  and  waited  for 
"THE  MATCH"  to  point  its  ever-random  finger  upon  our  lives  ami  direct  our  futures.  And  then  we  entered  the 
post-match  period  (aka  senior  slump).  Suddenly  it  was  May  20th  and  it  was  over  as  quicklx  as  it  had  begun  and  we 
were  doctors.  And  as  we  reached  for  our  diplomas  we  turned  to  face  the  challenges  that  lax  ahead  and  the  beginning 
of  a  whole  new  period  of  our  education. 


Epilogue 

In  the  course  of  our  time  here  the  world  has  not  stood  still.  We've  watched  our  own  government  change  hands  and 
seen  the  students  of  China  so  bravely  begin  to  change  theirs.  We've  seen  the  course  of  historx  altered  as  de/nocracx 
came  to  the  Eastern  Bloc  of  Europe  ami  the  Berlin  Wall  became  relegated  to  history  books.  Even  as  the  "Cold  War" 
has  come  to  a  close,  a  new  conflict  is  smoldering  in  the  Mid-East.  This  goes  off  to  the  yearbook  presses  as  President 
Bush  and  the  United  Nations  declares  a  January  15th  deadline.  Perhaps  by  the  time  it  is  nestled  safely  in  the  pages  of 
the  finished  yearbook  no  war  will  have  come  to  pass  and  no  further  loss  of  lives  will  have  happened. 

Natural  disasters  struck  nationwide  including  the  tornado  in  Winston-Salem  in  Max  of  1989.  San  Francisco  and  the 
whole  of  California  was  violently  shaken  by  an  earthquake  during  the  1989  World  Series.  Charleston.  South  Carolina 
was  battered  by  Hurricane  Hugo  as  other  fierce  hurricanes  and  storms  struck  the  Eastern  and  Gulf  coasts.  The 
Midwest  drought  of  1988  may  still  be  only  a  hint  of  things  to  come.  CDs.  VCRs.  and  cellular  phones  became 
household  words.

1  have  found  a 
blanket  and  am  getting  ready  for  a 
power  nap  in  the  mucT." 


"The  next  morning,  at  about  08:00.  the  sun  was  up  and  I  realized  what  a  beautiful  place 
this  is.  Gradually,  the  sun  dried  us  and  warmed  us  up.  At  1 1 :00,  we  got  busses  to  take  us 
.  .  .  near  Dhahran  where  we  moved  into  a  parking  garage.  The  war  started  that  night." 


"Here  we  are  perhaps  8  hours  into  the  war.  We  hadn't 
slept  for  4  days.  You  can  see  that  we  boarded  up  the 
garage  windows,  in  an  effort  to  keep  chemical  warfare 
agents  out.  We  had  spent  the  night  in  chemical  suits 
and  gas  masks,  with  SCUD  missiles  exploding 
overhead  when  intercepted.  I  am  sitting  on  my  cot 
eating  field  ration  peanut  butter  out  of  a  plastic 
pouch,  and  listening  to  news  of  the  war  on  the 
Walkman.  Notice  how  crowded  it  is!  We  lived  in  there 
for  a  week.  It  was  actually  fun!"
